Carpet maker Brintons is in talks about selling all 
or part of its business as it looks to bring new invest¬ 
ment into the company. 

The Kiddderminster firm, which employs 1,850 in the 
town and at a base in Telford and Portugal, is reported to 
be looking for a new investor to secure its future. 

It comes as accountants PricewaterhouseCooper have been 
brought in to try to secure funding, reported to be £20 million, 
needed by Brintons. 

The company has a factory in Stourport Road, Kidderminster, 
and offices in the town’s Exchange Street. 

In a brief statement, managing director Don Coates said: 
“Brintons Limited confirms that it has received a number of 
offers from parties interested in making an investment in the 
business and has entered into a period of exclusivity with a pre¬ 
ferred bidder. 

Diligence 

“It is likely that it will be a number of weeks before any invest¬ 
ment can be completed due to the time required to carry out legal 
and financial due diligence. For reasons of confidentiality, no 
further information will be released.” 

The most recent financial figures filed with Companies House 
show Brintons made a loss of £9 million in the 12 months to July 
2009 after making a £535,000 profit the year before. 

The figures for 2009-10 were due to be filed in March but are 
currently overdue. 

The financial pressures on the company, founded in 1783, come 
despite a string of prestige contracts in recent years, including 
carpeting the new Wembley Stadium. 

Wyre Forest District Council leader Councillor John Campion 
pledged the council would provide whatever support it could if 
requested. 


Banks’ payback 
hit by long delay 

Taxpayers in Wyre Forest will have to wait for up to 
seven years to see the return of £6.5million invested by 
the council in failed Icelandic banks. 

And a further blow came as it emerged bond holders in 
the banks have issued a second challenge to the council’s 
status as a “priority” for paybacks. Currently, the council 
expects to receive around 90p for every £1 invested in the 
banks. But if the appeal by bond holders succeeds, the 
authority may get back as little as 35p in the pound. 

Wyre Forest District Council invested £9million in 
the Icelandic banks, and since they collapsed two-and- 
a-half years ago has reclaimed just over a third. The 
new challenge, launched after a first appeal failed in 
April, could delay repayments for several months. 

Council spokeswoman Suzanne Johnston-Hubbold 
said the authority hoped to get a “significant” payout by 
the end of the year, with the rest being received in 
regular small payouts until the 2017/18 financial year. 

The cash-strapped council has to save £4million over 
the next four years, including £1.2million over the next 
financial year. They had earmarked the money to go 
towards projects including the £13million “single site” 
civic centre, a £2.5million computer system, and a new 
cemetery costing just over £2million. The schemes have 
had to be scaled back and the money found through 
making other cuts. The cemetery, reduced to a cost of 
£lmillion, opened at the end of May. 


Full steam ahead 
at Severn Valley 

More than 500 tickets have already been snapped up 
for travel on the Severn Valley Railway over the 
summer holiday after bosses cut prices by 20 per cent 
to attract more visitors. 

The adult return fare for the 32-mile steam-hauled 
return trip between Kidderminster and Bridgnorth 
stations, normally £16, has been brought down to 
£12.80, and children’s tickets for those aged four to 15 
have been cut from £8 to £6.95. Children under four 
travel free. The offer is on until September 4. 

The tickets must be bought online or by phone at 
least five days in advance. 

General manager Nick Ralls said: “The response 
since we announced the offer last Wednesday has been 
excellent so far and we are delighted.” 

The reductions are being made against the back¬ 
ground of a much-improved start to the year for the 
steam popular heritage line. Up to the end of June the 
railway had carried 70,700 passengers - around 4,000 
more than expected. 

Passenger services manager David Mee said: “The 
schools’ summer holiday period has always been an 
important time for us, and while nobody is using the 
word recession very much at the moment, there’s no 
doubt that spending money is still very tight for fami¬ 
lies everywhere just now.”

They are among almost 197,000 people caught across the UK during the 
first half of this year. The average evasion rate remains at a low of just over 
five per cent, meaning that almost 95 per cent of properties are correctly 
licensed. Mark Whitehouse, TV Licensing 
spokesman for the West Midlands, said: 
“While the vast majority of people in the UK 
pay their licence fee, to be fair to those who 
pay, we have to be firm with those who try to 
get away without paying. We take TV licence 
evasion very seriously and we will not hesi¬ 
tate to prosecute if people continue to break 
the law. 

‘We would always prefer people to buy a TV 
licence than risk prosecution and give people 
every opportunity to pay. However, we do 
understand some people may find it difficult 
to pay their licence fee in one go, which is why 
we offer numerous ways to spread the cost, 
including a weekly cash payment plan, a 
savings card and monthly direct debit 
scheme, which can all be set up very quickly 
online. 

Campaign 

“TV Licensing launched a new advertising 
campaign in May to remind people about the 
different ways to pay for their licence. 

The second part of the Whatever’s easiest 
for you” ad trails aired on BBC channels for 
the first time on Saturday, highlighting the 
alternative options to paying all at once.” 

Carol Siarkiewicz, executive director at the 
Institute of Money Advisers, said: “Lots of 
people struggle with their finances, but if you 
choose to watch TV without being correctly 
licensed you’re breaking the law and risk 
making it worse. We welcome the ways in

It is part of a portfolio owned by Von Essen Hotels, whose holding 
company is in administration. 

The Elms is one of 26 sites in England, Wales and Scotland being marketed by London- 
based commercial estate agent Christie and Co. The Elms has views over the Teme Valley, 
dates back to the reign of Queen Anne and was designed by local architect Thomas White. 

He was a pupil of Sir 
Christopher Wren. 

It is a luxury hotel with 23 
bedrooms and its revenues 
in 2010 were £1.95m, 
according to Christie. 

The property portfolio 
includes landmark stately 
homes and castles with a 
wealth of history between 
them. 

Among the best known 
and most celebrated proper¬ 
ties for sale are the Royal 
Crescent Hotel in the heart 
of historic Bath and former 
stately home Cliveden in 
Berkshire, the most expen¬ 
sive in the portfolio, with a 
price tag of £35 million.

Other well-known hotels 
on offer in the Midlands 
include Lower Slaughter 
Manor and Buckland 
Manor, both in Gloucester¬ 
shire, and Callow Hall in 
Derbyshire. 

The hotels have 62 AA 
rosettes and three Michelin 
stars between them.

The hotels themselves are 
not in administration and 
are continuing to operate.

PUPILS from Wyre Forest have celebrated the construc¬ 
tion of a new council headquarters by making the site a 
work of art. Students from Burlish Park Primary School, 
Sutton Park Primary, Birchen Coppice Primary and Stour- 
port High School were given the chance to create an art 
board for the hoardings on the outside of the building 
works. 

All four of the schools designed and painted their own 
board, with around eight pupils working on each. The art 
has now been placed on the hoardings next to the roadside. 

Carly Morson, art teacher at Burlish Park Primary 
School, said: “Children at Burlish Park Primary thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed designing and creating their art board. It 
really raised their self-esteem knowing that their work 
was going to be displayed publicly. 

“They were overjoyed to be invited to work with the 
council and Thomas Vale on this project.” 

The new headquarters, on Finepoint Business Park, is 
part of the Council’s transformation programme. 

The paintings will remain on the site until the building 
work is complete. It is due to be finished in summer 2012. 


A CONTROVERSIAL Tesco supermarket in 
Stourport will be open by next summer with 
building work set to begin later this year. 

The 45,000sq ft store will be built on the disused 
former Carpets of Worth site, off Severn Road. 

The move is expected to create 200 full and part-time 
jobs in the area. Construction was expected to begin earlier 
this year and fears were growing about the development’s 
future as no work had taken place at the site. 

But bosses said they were - 
still “fully committed” to the 
scheme. 

Some details of the devel¬ 
opment had taken longer to 
finalise than expected. 

They said workers would 
be moving on site later in 
the year to begin work on 
the supermarket, and the 
official opening of the store 
was scheduled for next 
summer. 

Plans for the supermar¬ 
ket have proved controver¬ 
sial after supermarket rival 
the Mid-Counties Co-opera¬ 
tive launched a legal bid 
against the development. 

It argued the store would 
kill trade in the town centre 
but planning permission 
was upheld by the Court of 
Appeal - allowing the devel¬ 
opment to go ahead. 

The scheme will include a 
new road bridge over the 
River Stour connecting 
Severn Road with Discovery 
Road. 


Badgers 

There will also be a sepa¬ 
rate bridge built for badgers 
to safely cross to their habi¬ 
tats along the river bank 
without coming into the 
paths of cars visiting the 
supermarket. 

Corporate affairs 

manager for Tesco, Michael 
Kissman, said the firm was 
looking forward to starting 
work at the site. 

“This is a large develop¬ 
ment and sometimes things 
take a little longer than 
expected to finalise,” he 
said. Tesco is still fully com¬ 
mitted to this development 
and we want everything in 
place so the work can be 
carried out as efficiently as 
possible. 

“We are eager to invest in 
this part of Stourport and to 
get the project under way. 
Work will be starting on the 
scheme later this year.” 

District and county coun¬ 
cillor Jim Parish said: “The 
lack of progress at this site 
had been very worrying and 
we had been looking for 
answers.”

STOURPORT building

Pre-tax profit has held 
steady at £3.9million while 
turnover for the year to the 
end of March rose by 28 per 
cent to £251.6m, it was 
revealed last week.

THE Kidderminster 
Poor Law is to form part 
of a special research 
project into poverty. 

The British Association 
for Local History is to 
examine the lives of the poor 
in mid-nineteenth century 
Midlands. 

And it is looking for local 
volunteers to help out. 

From the 1830s individ¬ 
ual parishes were grouped 
together into poor law 
unions. 

These unions dealt with 
claims from poor people who 
sought relief in times of 
need whether through 
unemployment, illness, 
infirmity etc. 

One of the key sources to 
what happened to people 
who found themselves in 
need of poor relief is the poor 
law union correspondence 
now held at The National 
Archives at Kew. 

It is through such letters 
within the correspondence 
from the West Midlands 
that it is learned that in 
January 1852 the carpet 
manufacturing trade was in 
a very depressed state and 
there seemed little prospect 
of improvement at the time. 

Applications 

There were about 20 
applications for relief by 
able-bodied carpet weavers 
about half of which were 
married men with families; 
they were offered stone¬ 
breaking. 

The Kidderminster Poor 
Law Union — the extent of 
the union covers Bewdley, 
Chaddesley Corbett, 

Churchill, Kidderminster 
Borough, Kidderminster 
Foreign, Lower Mitton, 
Ribbesford, Rushock, Stone, 
Wolverley, Broom, Upper 
Arley and Dowles - will be 
part of this project depen¬ 
dant on the funding bid.

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Abusive message sent to rail death girl 



A POPULAR teenager was found dead on a 
railway line hours after receiving an 
abusive and threatening message on a 
social networking site, an inquest at Stour- 
port heard. 

Natasha MacBryde, a 15-year-old grammar 
school pupil, had also used the internet to 
research methods of suicide in the run-up to her 
death. 

The youngster, who had suffered multiple 
injuries, was found dead by a train driver just 
150 yards from her home in Bromsgrove in the 
early hours of February 14 this year. 

Giving evidence to an inquest jury, Det Sgt 
Shanie Erwin said Natasha was known to have 
received a short anonymous message containing 
personal abuse via the Formspring networking 


site on February 13. The message, which was 
read to the jury by Det Sgt Erwin, derided 
Natasha for “hiding” behind make-up and 
ended: “Start acting nicer to people or you will 
lose everyone. Mark my words.” 

The hearing was told that the teenager, who 
was part of a close-knit group of 10 friends at 
Worcester’s Royal Grammar School, then sent 
back a message on Formspring asking: “Who are 
you?” 

It also emerged during the hearing that Nat¬ 
asha, whose parents had separated, came home 
from school in tears around two weeks before her 
death, saying she did not have any friends. 

Det Sgt Erwin told the hearing that officers 
had spoken to some of Natasha’s close friends in 
the days following her death and had found that 


she also had a “disagreement” on Facebook on 
the evening of February 13. 

After the jury ruled that the schoolgirl had 
taken her own life, her parents, Andrew and 
Jane MacBryde, said they believed the anony¬ 
mous messages had played a significant role in 
the events of February 13. 

Mr and Mrs MacBryde added in a statement: 
“As a family, we continue to deal daily with the 
impact that the terrible loss of Tasha has had on 
all of our lives. 

“She was a bright and beautiful girl whose 
smile and sparkle lit up not only our world, but 
also that of her friends. 

“Beyond this loss, the struggle to understand 
why she took such a devastating path has made 
the pain even more difficult to bear.” 


Joy as building project 
starts at primary school 


BUILDING work has begun in 
earnest at a Kidderminster 
primary school as it is trans¬ 
formed into a multi-purpose 
facility. 

The work will see Franche Com¬ 
munity Primary School, situated 
on the site of the former Franche 
first and middle schools, combined 
with Chestnut Children’s Centre 
and Franche 726. 

A planned refurbishment had to be 
cancelled last year when government 
funding was cut. Lee Wright, chair of 
governors at Franche, said he was 
delighted they had got the project up 
and running again. 

Larger classrooms and specialist 
learning environments will be created, 
while the children’s centre and 
Franche 726 services are due to be 
extended. 

“This will complement our fantastic 
outside space that currently has 
playing fields, a tree house classroom, 
forest school, conservation areas and 
raised vegetable beds,” Mr Wright 


added. “Being on such a large site 
means that, with the refurbishment of 
both former school buildings, this fit- 
for-purpose primary school will offer 
our local families smaller classes in 
larger classrooms.” 

Worcestershire County Council has 
worked alongside the school on the new 
designs. 

“With our recently relined swimming 
pool and the refurbishment we will con¬ 
tinue to offer outstanding opportuni¬ 
ties to our children,” Mr Wright said. 

Disappointment 

“Losing the new build was a disap¬ 
pointment but this refurbishment is 
going to give us the best of both worlds 
by using the spacious accommodation 
we have in the most appropriate ways.” 

Pupils and staff have been heavily 
involved in the plans. 

Pupil William Weston, aged nine, 
said: “We have been planning this for 
ages and it’s really exciting that build¬ 
ing has finally started.”

Warning over 
violent tactics 
of loan sharks 

Loan sharks are turning to increasingly violent methods 
to force victims to pay up, police in the West Midlands have 
warned. 

Kidnap, violence and intimidation are among tactics 
used by illegal money lenders to fleece their victims of what 
often amounts to tens of thousands of pounds more than 
originally borrowed. 

Baseball bats and machetes are among the weapons 
seized by the National Illegal Money Lending team, based 
in Digbeth, Birmingham, in recent months. 

The head of the team, Tony Quigley, warned: “Some of 
these people are formidable - they have reputations in the 
community where they operate and so people won’t neces¬ 
sarily report them readily. 

“It’s a real power-based relationship. The loan shark can 
keep raising the amount the person owes to incredible 
amounts and there’s nothing the victim can do except pay 
them, or report them. It can be extremely lucrative - one 
case we were involved with in Cheshire was against an 
illegal money lender who had made £4 million in just a few 
years, owned a country house and had all the trappings of 
being wealthy.” 

Investigators 

The National Illegal Money Lending team consists of 55 
staff, including investigators, police officers and commu¬ 
nity liaison officers, all based in Birmingham. 

The project, which has a budget of £5.2m for 2011, has 
managed to get £37m worth of illegal debt written off 
across the UK since it launched in 2004 — and last year, it 
reclaimed £163,000 for victims in the West Midlands. But 
Mr Quigley said the team faced many challenges when 
bringing loan sharks to justice. 

He said: “One of the main problems we face is that people 
don’t discuss their finances - to come to us they have to 
admit not only that they borrowed from an illegal lender, 
which can make them feel foolish, but they they had 
trouble getting credit in the first place. Loan sharks are 
often also very prominent in the community.”

this is about eradicating 
disease.” 

Mr Kendall said: “I’m 
sure it was a very tough 
decision in the face of not 
inconsiderable opposition.”

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80 firms sign up for new 
initiative to foil thieves 


A new initiative that 
will see businesses sent 
text messages to warn 
them of thieves in the 
area has been launched in 
Dudley - attracting more 
than 80 firms. 

Companies across Hale¬ 
sowen, Quarry Bank and 
Dudley Wood have signed up 
to a new project called Busi¬ 
ness Watch after becoming 
worried about thefts from 
their premises. 


They will look out for any sus¬ 
picious behaviour on neighbour¬ 
ing sites and will also be in 
regular contact with the police to 
ensure they are informed of any 
thefts from the area. 

Officers will use a voice 
connect link system to allow 
them to get instantly in contact 
with business bosses via text or 
answerphone message to let 
them know about any vital infor¬ 
mation. 

The scheme is similar to 
another which runs in pubs to 
protect them from rowdy rev¬ 
ellers. There are 33 companies 


that have signed up so far in 
Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood. 
Another 50 have signed up in the 
Halesowen area, mostly around 
industrial estates, and it is 
hoped that more firms apply to 
join. 

Responsible 

Councillor Tim Wright, 
cabinet member responsible for 
community safety at Dudley 
Council said: “Having a scheme 
that encourages businesses to 
both look out for each other and 
have more open communication 
with the police, is a positive way 


forward in deterring criminal 
activity.” Pc Angela Hoggets, 
Dudley’s crime reduction officer 
added: “Business watch is a 
great way for businesses to work 
alongside the police and local 
authorities. It allows us to share 
information and possible intelli¬ 
gence effectively.” 

A pub watch scheme is in oper¬ 
ation in Stourbridge. It allows 
licensed premises staff quick 
access to easily pass around 
information of individuals that 
are banned from entering 
licensed premises across the 
area.

Asbestos link 
found to death 
of former fitter 

AN ELECTRICAL fitter born in Kidderminster who 
worked in the power industry for almost 40 years, 
including time spent at Rugeley Power Station, 
developed fatal lung cancer after being exposed to 
asbestos, an inquest has heard. 

Cyril Butt died on May 11 at his Captain’s Lane home in 
Barton under Needwood surrounded by his entire family, 
including wife Valerie, a retired nurse, and son Julian. 

South Staffordshire Coroner’s Court, sitting at Burton 
Town Hall, was told by coroner’s officer Stephanie Mason 
that the Kidderminster-born ex-foreman, who worked for 
the Central Electricity Generating Board from 1951 to 
1990, was 80 when he died. 

Tiredness 

In written evidence, Dr Ian Johnston, a consultant res¬ 
piratory physician from Nottingham Woodthorpe Hospi¬ 
tal, said Mr Butt developed chest pain with weight loss and 
tiredness in August last year. 

Thickening of lung tissue was also found, wrote Dr John¬ 
ston. 

Dr Johnston wrote: “My view is that on the balance of 
probabilities he had mesothelioma.” 

The deputy coroner for South Staffordshire Louise 
McCabe recorded a verdict of industrial disease. 


Traders in last farewell 

Traders were packing up their stalls for the final time 
today as a long-running indoor market hall closed down. 

The 30 stallholders at Spencers Market in Dudley High 
Street were left reeling three weeks ago when they were 
told it would shut. The closure of the market after 21 years 
was blamed on a rise in rents by market manager Phil 
Clarke, along with plummeting trade. 
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Steam railway line 
cuts fares by 20pc 
to draw in families 


THE SEVERN Valley Railway is 
cutting its train fares by up to 20 
per cent during the summer holi¬ 
days. The heritage line’s move is a 
bid to drum up family trade. 

The Kidderminster-Bridgnorth line 
has announced a range of reductions 
provided tickets are bought online or 
by phone at least five days in advance. 

The adult return fare for the 32-mile 
steam-hauled return trip between Kidder¬ 
minster and Bridgnorth stations, normally 
£16, has been brought down to £12.80, and 
children’s tickets (ages four to 15) are cut 
from £8 to £6.95. Children under 4 travel 
free. 

Similarly, a family ticket, for two adults 
and up to four children, - normal cost £43 — 
can now be bought for £37.95. 

Although the railway stresses that 
tickets must be bought at least five days in 
advance, either via its website, 
www.svr.co.uk, or by telephone on 01299 
403816, travellers will be free to use the 
reduced fare tickets on the day of their 
choosing. 

That includes the hugely popular 
‘Seaside Special’ weekend, August 27-29, 
when the SVR imports its own ‘beach’, and 


lays on donkey rides, Punch and Judy and a 
host of other seaside attractions for fami¬ 
lies. 

Admission 

The reduced-price tickets, valid up to and 
including the last day of the school holidays 
on Sunday September 4, include free admis¬ 
sion to the railway’s big ‘Engine House 
Visitor Centre’ at Highley. 

Tickets bought on the day at the railway’s 
booking offices will be charged at normal, 
non-discounted prices. 

The reductions are being made against 
the background of a much-improved start to 
the year for the steam heritage line. 

Last year it saw a downturn of more than 
20,000 passengers using the service. 

Up to the end of June, the SVR had 
carried 70,700 passengers - more than 
4,000 ahead of budget. 

Passenger services manager David Mee 
said: “The schools summer holiday period 
has always been an important time for us, 
and while nobody is using the word ‘reces¬ 
sion’ very much at the moment, there’s no 
doubt that ‘spending money’ is still very 
tight for families everywhere just now. 

“The price cuts are a very deliberate 
incentive and stimulus to attract visitors to 
the railway during the holiday period.”

But the British and Americans opted for their easier- 
on-the-tongue Dutch name, The Smurfs. 

Parents may remember them fondly from their first wave of animated TV success 
in the 1980s but now they are getting the blockbuster Hollywood treatment in a 
new computer-animated movie on which this book is based, telling how an evil 
wizard sends the Smurfs to modern day New York (has anyone seen Enchanted?!). 
With Smurf Village proving a very popular game app, it looks like blue is the colour 
again and loads more Smurfchendise is on the way. 

Moshi Monsters: Buster’s Lost Moshlings 

- A Search-and-Find Book (Sunbird, paperback, £6.99) 

The Smurfs have got new rivals, virtual pets from a website called Moshi Mon¬ 
sters. The online world of colourful creatures, created by London-based Mind 
Candy, is massively popular with the primary school age group. Moshi mania, a 
blend of gaming and social networking, looks set to surpass Club Penguin and 
could even challenge the Disney empire in children’s affections. 

The Moshlings Collector’s Guide proved a hit and now comes Lost Moshlings, 
which blends the world of Moshi Monsters with the Where’s Wally concept of trying 
to find them from a cast of thousands on various large scale pictures. This could 
keep Moshi devotees quiet and busy for long periods, so may be perfect for that 
long holiday drive? 


Holiday reading 
for the pre-teens 


The Wimpy Kid Do-It-Yourself Book - Jeff Kinney 
(Puffin, paperback, £6.99) 

The Diary of a Wimpy Kid became a massive hit, leading to a movie and many 
more books about Kinney’s unlucky character Greg. But this book purporting to be 
your own DIY book has, alongside cartoons, illustrations and some quizzes, lots 
of blank or lined pages where children can create their own cartoon or story. Hmm. 
However popular the character, I can’t help thinkging youngsters will be a little dis¬ 
appointed. It’s great to encourage creativity but parents could buy a notebook or 
sketch pad for a fraction of the price to do that. Kinney doesn’t have to leave 
massive gaps in his book and then charge the same price as for a proper novel. 
Ravenwood - Andrew Peters (Chicken House, paperback, £6.99) 
Shropshire author Peters has created a wonderful new tree-top world with the 
forest island of Arborium, a well-imagined mile high tree-house kingdom, and a 
likeable character in young plumber’s mate Ark. When he overhears a plot to rob 
his homeland of wood to supply resources for the steel and glass superpower Maw 
(yup, it’s a green eco-parable), Ark finds himself plunged into the dark roots of 
Ravenwood on a desperate mission to save his woodland home and people. 
Peters should carve himself a niche in the children’s fantasy genre with this crack¬ 
ing yet quite chunky adventure of nearly 400 pages. 

The Emerald Atlas - John Stephens 
(Doubleday, hardback, £12.99) 

Three siblings find out the magic is real, old books can cause lots of 
trouble and only they can save the world in this fantasy epic which 
weaves together elements akin to Pullman’s His Dark Materials books, 

Lemony Snicket’s A Series of Unfortunate Events and JK Rowling’s saga 
about a certain boy wizard. This isn’t quite in that league but an enjoyable 
read none the less. 



The Dragon Whisperer- Lucinda Hare 
(Corgi, paperback, £5.99) 

Dragons are in (have they ever been out?), 
thanks to the final Potter epic, TV’s Merlin and a I 
recent animated movie. This is a soaring debut I 
with the hero aiming to ride a dragon into battle I 
against the hobgoblins. This is a solid fantasy in I 
the classic tradition, and a good way to pave the ' 
way for The Hobbit.

Mio’s Kingdom - Astrid Lindgren 
(Oxford University Press, paperback, £6.99) 

Originally published in Swedish in 1954 by the author most famous for Pippi 
Longstocking. This story about a sad boy who escapes into a Narnia-like fantasy 
world is quite poignant. It is old fashioned but does have a dreamy quality. 

The Day of the Monster Pigeons; The Day of the Camera Carnage 
- Steve Cole (Oxford University Press, paperbacks, £5.99) 

Both part of the Freekham High School series, here are more weirdly amusing 
goings-on at a school that really would keep Ofsted busy. Fun for those ready to 
move on from, or supplement, their Horrid Henry reading. LB

Buttercup Mash - Joanna Nadin 
(Oxford University Press, 
paperback, £6.99) 

OMG. MY artist mother has gate¬ 
crashed my 14th birthday party with a 
homeless man called Fergal. And, like, 
my best friend Imogen, a complete 
drama queen, is refusing to speak to me 
because it is so totally unfair that all she 
got was Colin the Clown when she was 
seven and he wasn’t half as drunk. 

Enter the world of Buttercup Jones, 
precocious early teen who delivers a 
running commentary on her life via a 
diary which reads like an online blog. In 
fact, it is, for her online analyst. She has 
issues and they take a turn for a worse 
when she joins the school glee club with 
the potential for terminal embarrass¬ 
ment singing rock ballads like a 
demented karaoke addict. 


It’s funny and the English author 
Joanna Nadin has had other successful 
books for tweens (the 11 to 14 set) that 
have seen her shortlisted for the appar¬ 
ently coveted title “Gueen of Teen”. But 
some of the references sound rather 
unconvincing, I mean would Buttercup 
really know who Duke Ellington is when 
many kids her age don’t know who Mick 
Jagger and David Bowie are?

An age 
of house maids and exiles from the Russian 
Revolution may seem remote but this tale of 
three ambitious adopted siblings who 
pursue their stage-struck ambitions despite 
family money troubles can still captivate. 
Tales of Ancient Egypt - 
Roger Lancelyn Green 
(Puffin Classics, paperback, £6.99) 
Rick Riordan’s children’s novels featuring 
gods and monsters from Greek, Roman and 
Egyptian mythologies has made many 
youngsters interested in the legends of the 
ancient world. First published in the late 
1960s, Green introduced many children to 
the great myths and can fascinate a new 
generation. His Egyptian tales include the 
creation myth of Amen-Ra, Isis searching the 
waters for her dead husband Osiris, the 
Bennu Bird and Book of Thoth, even the orig¬ 
inal version of Cinderella!
